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and  the  influence  of  "iron  soaps "  in  the  Maekey 
test.   It  is  then  shown  that  neither  the  dust 
remaining  from  the  carbonization  nor  the  chrome 
has  any  appreciable  effect  in  the  development  of 
heat.  The  addition  of  linseed  oil  to  the  olein, 
however,  has  a  marked  effect,  especially  on 
cotton,  where  even  .0.25  per  cent  causes  a  quicker 
rise  of  temperature.  The  influence  of  iron  is 
shown  in  a  series  of  tests  in  which  cotton  and 
"'ool  were  steeped  in  ferric  chloride  of  different 
concentrations,  dried  and  tested  with  the  same 
technical,  non- dangerous  olein  in  the  Mackey 
apparatus.  Quite  small  amounts  of  iron  had  very 
striking  effects,   especially  on  cotton,  but  with 
higher  concentrations  the  effect  tend.ed  to  he  nil.
